They are
confident Berlin will render satisfac-
tory assurances of respect for Amer-
lean rights,

FOR LUSITANIA STATEMENTS.

German Reservist Who Swore He Saw
Guns on Liner Is Arrested
in New York.

New York, N. Y, — The federal
grand jury, now in sesslon here, it
waa stated, will make a thorough in-
vestigation to deterpiine whether
there was a conspiracy to defraud the
United States by persons who ob-
tulned the affidavits submitted to the
state department in which it is as-
serted that the steamship Lusitanla
carried four guns when she lelt here
on the last trip, on April 30. The in-
quiry may last several weeks.

Roger B. Wood, aseistant United
Btates District Attorneéy, who g di-
recting the inquiry, sald that the grand
Jury would follow the evidence as far
ag it might lead. He declined to make
nny prediction as to who might be
come involved,

The arrest of Gustave Stahl, a Ger-
man reservist, who made one of the
wffidavits given to the German em-
baszsy lor submisggion to the stite de-
partment, 18 regarded by the federal

prosecutors as only an incident of
what is likely to be a far-reaching in-
vestigation.

New York, N. Y. — Figures made
public by the bureau of construction
of the navy show that theére are now
nearing completion for the United
Siates pavy two superdreadnaghts,
five destroyers, six sobmarines, one

der, two [leet fuel salpa, and one
Panama Canpl colller, All of these
vessels, with the exception of two of
the gubmarines, are more than 80 per
cent completed and could be put in
commission in a short time, if need
aroge. In addition to thesa ships,
there is one superdreadnaught more

stroyers, &ll of them more than 60
per cent completed, and seven sub
marines that are more than 60 per
cent complted.

The superdreadnauvghts alone rep

destroyers  and eubmarines are
among the finest of thelr type ever
designed. The superdrendnaghts,
which are more than 00 per cent
finished, are the Oklahoma and the
Nevada, the former being about 93
per cent mnd the latter %2 per cent
completed.

BRYAN APPEALS TO

OF NATION

Asks No Mercy if “Verdict” Is Against

His Action.

ONLY DIFFERENCE IS IN METHOD

Real Issue Is Between Force and Persuasion—Claims That |

Message to Germany

Represents Old System

While He Advocates the New.

Washington, D. C—Following is
the text of William Jennings Bryan's
appeal 10 the American people on the
Issue between President Wilson and
his former premier on the United
Statea note to Germany:

To the Amerionn People:

You now have before you the text
of the note to Germany—the note
which it would have been my officlal
duty to sign had 1 remained secretary
of state. [ ask you to #it in judgment
upon my decislon to reslgn rather
than to share responsibility for dt.

I am sure you will credit me with
honorable motives, but that is not
enough., Good intentions could not
atone for a mistnke at such a time,
on such a subject, and under such
circumstances, If your verdlot is
against me, | ask no mercy; 1 desire
none if | have acted unwisely.

A man in public life must act aec-
cording to his consclence, but how-
ever conscientiously he acts, he must
be prepared to accept without com-
plaint any condemnation which hig
own errors may bring upon him; he
must be willing to bear any deserved
punishment from ostracism to execu-
tion.

Force vs. Persuasion.

The president and I agree in pur-
poge; we desire a peaceful solution
of the dispule whtch hag arlsen be-
tween the United States and Germn-
ny. We not only desire it, hut with
equal fervor we pray for it; but we
differ frreconcllably as to the means
of securing it. I it were merely a
personal difference it would be a mat-
ter of little moment, for all the pre-
sumptions are on his side—the pre-
sumptions that go with power and
authority. He is your president, I am
a private citizen without office or ti-
tle—but one of the 100,000,000 in-
habitants,

But the real issue is not between
persons; it {s between systems; and |
rely for vindication wholly upon the
strength of position taken.

Among the influences which the
governments employ in dealing with
each other there mre two which are
pre-eminent and antagonistic — force
and  persuasion, Force  speaks
with firmness and acts through the
uithmatum; persuasion employs argu-
ment, courts finvestgation and de-
pends upon negotintion F‘n‘rca rep-
resents the old system—the system
that must puss awny; persuasion
represents the new syetem—the sys-
tem that has been growing, all too
slowly, it is true, but growing for 1.
400 vears, In the old system war is
the chiel corner stone—war which
at its best is little better than war
at its worst; the new system contem-
plates & universal brotherhood, es-
tablished through the uplifting power
of example,

Note |s of Old System.

If T oorrectly interpret the note
to Germany, it conforma to the stand-
ards of the old system rather than
to the rules of the new, and | cheer
fully admit that it 1 abundantly sup-
ported, by precedents — precedents
written In characters of blood on
every page of human history. Aus
tria furnishes the most recent prece
dent; it was Austria’s firmness that
dictated the ultimatum saguinst
Serbla, which set the world at war,

Every ruler now particlpating In
clalmed his desire'Ry-iv
this unparaligled conflict has pro-
claimed his desire for peace and de-
uwled responslbility for the war and it

i only charitable that we should
credit all of it according to the rules
of tha old system. They believed that
Ermness would give the best assur-
ance of the maintenance of peace
and, falthfully following the prece
dent, they went so near the fire that
they were, one after another sucked
into the contest

Never before have the frightful fol-
lies of this fatal system been so clear
Iy revealed as now, The most clvil
ized and enlightened—aye, the most
Christian of the nations of Europe
are grappling with each other as if
in a death struggle,

Was Fruit of Old System,

They are sacrificing the best and
bravest of their sons on the battle
field; they are converting their gad-
dens into cemeteries and their homes
into houses of mourning; they ape tax-
ing the wealth of today and laying a
burden of debt on the toil of the fu-
ture; they bave filled the alr with
thunderbolts more deadly than those
of Jove and they have multiplied the
perils of the deep,

Adding fresh ‘fuel to the flame of
hate, they have dally devised new
horrors, untll one side l& endeavoring
to drown noncombatant men, women
and children at sen, while the other
side seeks to starve noncombatant
men, women and children on land.
And they are so absorbed in alter-
nate retallation and in tompetitive
cruelties that they geem, for the time
being, blind to the rights of neutrals
nnd deaf to the appeals of humanity.
A tree {s known by its fruits, The
war In Burope is the ripened fruit of
the old system.

Shall -we invite it to crose the At
lantie? Already the jingoes of our
own country have caught the rabies
from the dogs of war. Shall the op-
ponents of orgamized slaughter be
sllent while the disease spreads?
Plea for Permanent Peace.

As an humble follower of the
Prince of Peace, a devoted bellever
in the prophecy that “they that take
the sword shall perieh by the sword,”
I beg to be counted among those who
earnestly urge the adoption of a
course in this matter which will leave
no doubt of our government's will-
Ingness to continue negotiations with
Germany until an amicable under-
standing 18 reached, or, at lenst, untl
the stress of war {8 over, we can ap-
peal from Philip drunk with carnage
to Philip sobered by the memorles
of an historic friendship and by &
recollection of the innumerable tles
of kindship that bind the Fatherland
to the Unfted States.

Some nation must lead the world
out of the biack night of war into
the light of that day when “swords
shall be beaten fnto plowshares.'
Why not make that honorg oure?
Some day—why not now?—the na.
tlons will learn that enduring peace
cannot be bullt upen fear—that good
will does not grow upon the stalk of
violence, Some day the nations will
place their trust in love, the weapon
for which there I8 no shiéld; in love,
that suffereth long and je kind; in
love, that s not easlly provoked, that
beareth all things, hbelleveth all
things, hopeth all things, endureth all
things; In love which, though de
splsed as weakness by the worship
pere of Mars, abideth when all elge
falls,
